ues unabated. ■ ■% ' ■ ■ 

It was scarcely two years ago 
that the United Stales House of 
Representatives, in reliance on 
.its Constitutional right to judge 
(lie qualificalion.'Of its Members, 
"excluded" veteran Congressman 
Adam Clayton Powell, Jr.. of New 
York's 18th Congressional Dis- 
trict < Harlem) from taking his 
seat— although he had just been 
re-elected by an overwhelming 
majority. The United States 
House action was based on find- 
ings that Powell had failed to ac- 
count for Committee travel ex- 
penditures and had placed his es- 
tranged wife on his payroll al- 
though she lived in Puerto Rico 
—and performed no services. 

The Supprcme Court found that 
.Powell met the Constitutional re- 
quirements of Article 1 Section 2 
of the Constitution; namely, <n> 
age i at least 25 years oldi, <b> 
United Stales citizen shop and <c> 
residence in the Slate of New 
| York. The Court went on' to de- 
cide that ANY person who meels 
these constitutional prerequisites 
and reccives_t he- largest number 
of votes in a Congressional Dis : 
Iriet is entitled to be seated as 
a. Member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives — notwithstanding 
any prior offenses committed 
against the Congress or society. 
The House action was reflected 
in a vote of 307 to 11(1 (a better 
than two-thirds majority) to "ex- 
clude" Powell. However, the Su- 
preme Court ruled that even 
though the - Congress was entitled 
to expel one of its Members by 



n two-thirds vote, (after seating 
him) it could not "exclude" a 
person who- has been lawfully 
elected. 

! Indeed, the .Court appears to 
have gone further than it needed 
to go by admonishing the House 
of Representatives that acts or 
misconduct ; committed during a 
prior session (such as those with 
which Powell was charged) could 
not be the basis for Powell's,, ex- 
elusion— or expulsion. 

In evaluating .the Supreme

The President of the National 
Association of Letter Carriers; 
AFL-CIO, has urged his 210,000 
members to "cool it" and to 
refrain from taking any drastic 
actions which could cause heavy 
fines, removal, from their jobs 
and possible jail sentences. 

James H. Rademachcr, acting 
swiftly following receipt of a 
While House directive which in- 
creases wages of postal employ- 
ees in the lower levels by, only 
4.1%, assured his membership 
that Congress would make up the 
difference in . updating wage 
scales to true comparability in 
July. 

President Nixon had acted in 
accordance with existing law, and 
recommended wage increases for 
the Nation's Federal' workers and 
members - of the Military. '. In- 
creases, range from v 4% to close 
lo 12%, throughout the Federal 
establishment. Ill accordance 
with .the 1007 Pay Reform Act, 
wages of all Federal workers 
were to bo comparable with cer- 
tain private sector workers this 
year. 

Rejecting Ihc meager increase 
as an insult, the Carrier leader 
declared the 40.1% increase was 
more than 1% less than the cost- 
of-living increase since the last 
postal puy raise. "Salury in- 
creases "since *1_G7 ' have been 
completely wiped out by taxation 
at every level and by the soaring 
cost of living," he stated. 

Radcmaeher's fears over Ihe 
possibility of wildcat strikes, work 
stoppages and wholesale sick 
leave absences stemmed from 
his belief that morale had been 
shattered and that postal work* 
ers were ready • lo react. He 
based his contention on the fol- 
lowing fads: i 

In determining comparability, 
the Administration lias first de- 
termined budgetary allowances 
and then proposed pay increases 
hi accordance with the budget 
and not with comparability. 

Figures compiled by .the Bu- 
reau of. Labor Statistics indicate 
I hilt the average wagc-of so- 
called "comparable" employees 
in the private 'sector as of June 
1068 was $7,618. The pay raises 
now being offered will force letter 
carriers lo work ton years before 
they "receive the overage wage 
now being paid these employees. 

* Based upon BLS "figures and 
according lo research of the 
NALC, Idler carriers should .be 
earning $8,550 in July 1969 after 
three years of service. 

Postal wage scales currently 
begin at- $2.85 hourly and new 
employees are guaranteed two 
hours' work daily by law. They 
arc not" converted to regular sta- 
tus for an average of three years, 
heficclhctremcndous turnover of 
new workers. It requires 25 
years of service to reach lop pay 
of $8,094 annually. From this 
amount is deducted G!£% for re- 
tirement, and postal workers pay 
75% of the cost of their health 
and life insurance. 

The constant criticism of the 
postal service, supported by Post 
Office Department officials-who 
have recommended that postal 



workers be taken from Civil Ser- 
vice coverage and become em- 
ployees of a U.S. Postal Servlcte, 
causing employees to be fearful

And the friendships which develop' across party lines' 
Kelp to prevent divisions between parties from becoming 
so deep-seated that' the practical answers orenot possible. 

Without this mutual respect; it would be impossible, to 
' conduct the day-to-day business of the legislature. 

I recall that when I was a member of the House and my, 
ear broke down in Qdell, a small town near Pontine, I had 
to get-to Springfield to speak at n banquet there. I immedi- 
ately called a House colleague (now. a member of the 
Senate), William Hnrris, who gave me the use of his car 
that -clnyv. Senator' Harris and I do not belong to the same_ 
political parly, but that made no difference. 

Senator John Lanigan and I do not share political affilia- 
tion and differ strongly in the area of solving problems in 
the liekl of human relations— yet I respect him for the con- 
tributions he has made, particularly in the fiscal field.

battle H out on the floor of the House or Senate for an hour 
or two— and then see them out having dinner together that 
evening. '

li does not mean that the debate was not genuine, nor the 
differences between the two men small. ' . 

It does mean that legislators— at least those who have 
been in oJIice a few years — have matured enough to know 
thnl you should be able to-disagrcc without being dis- 
agreeable.

The 1,500 persons, who drowned 
In the sinking of the Titanic arc 
less than one-third the number 
of persons who will drown at 
America's beaches and swimming 
pools during Ififitt. 

Many of these may lose their 
lives during the thrcc-day Fourth 
of July weekend. 

Memorial Day weekend, IflOf), 
meant that 32 Americans died hi 
booting accidents, and 170 drown- 
ed In swimming mishaps. Three 
of these were from the Chicago 
area.. \ 

Drowning statistics usually in- 
crease as the temperature in- 
crease, so the Fourth of July 
weekend may produce an even 
higher three-day mortality rale. 
In 4968, the Fourth of July! fell 
oh* Thursday ,t and. - three boys 
drowned in the Chicago area. 
From April 1, 1008, through tabor 
Day, 92 persons "drowned in the 
five-county area surrounding Chi- 
cago., . • 

The reason persons drown are 



deprcsslngly repetitious, says the 
water safety chairman of Mid- 
America Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross.
